menis were also liled . A brief note on the activities 
of these Organisations fro the period from 8 - 8 - 1991 
to 25 - 2 -1942 was also subinitted . The following ihree 
persons were named as witnesses : ( 1) Mr. A . Baner 
jce , Deputy Secretary , Ministry of Home Affairs , 
Governmen : of India , New Delhi, ( 2 ) Mr. K . H .
